hr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Sixth  Annual  Report 
as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Again  this  year,  the  Report 
lias  been  cut  to  the  smallest  possible  dimensions  and  records  only 
the  vital  statistics  and  changes  brought  about  as  a result  of  the 
•Jar. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Birth 
rate  tends  to  rise  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales. 


The  Infantile  Death,  rate  is  remarkably 
low  and  reflects  credit  on  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 
including  Midwifery. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
in  spite  of  a depleted  staff,  the  various  Clinics,  Centres,  etc.,  have 
all  been  able  to  function  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  also  the  Staff  of  my  Department,  for 
their  loyal  support  during  the  year1.

The  Great  'Yarmouth  and  Gorleoton  Hospitals  have  continued 
to  provide  the  requirements  necessary  for  the  civilian  population  ‘ r_

Cases  under  the  Ministry  of  Health's  Emergency  Hospital  Service. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL . 

The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  remained  open  throughout  the 

year* 

All  Civilian  and  Service  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been 
acc  omm oda  ted. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMLIT  CBNPRES. 

In  Great  Yarmouth,  Clinics  have  been  held  on  Tuesday  and. 

Thursday  aft  err  noons  at  the  Middlegate  Street  Rooms.  As  pointed 
out  in  previous  reports  these  promises  leave  much  to  be  desired, 
but  attempts  to  find  more  suitable  accommodation  have  so  far  been 
unsuccessful.  The  high  prices  prevailing  for  house  property 
renders  the  acquisition  of  a suitable  house  difficult. 

A Clinic  has  been  held  on  Rodnesday  afternoon-s  at  the  Old 
Cottage  Hospital,  Trafalgar  Road,  Gael jston.  This  has  been 
well  attended.  An  additional  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  been  held 
on  Monday  afternoon. 

The  Government  National  Milk  Scheme  for  Dried  Milk  has  worked 
satisfactorily.  In  addition,  Cod  Liver  Oil  has  been  issued  for 
children  from  birth  to  5 years,  and  Orange  Juice  from  birth  to 
5 years.  Mothers  have  been  able  to  procure  Ovaltine,  Lactagol  and 
Adexolin. 

Diphtheria  iMnunisation.  In  accordance  nit h Ministry  of  Health 
instructions,  this  work  has  again  been  carried  out  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  The  figures  show  a considerable  improvement  compared 
with  those  of  1943  • The  practise  of  sending  out  birthday  cards  on 
the  first  birthday  has  been  very  helpful. 

Parents  have  responded  better.  The  following  figures  show  the 
number  of  children  who  have  completed  the  Course  from  1st  January  191’-; 
to  gist  December  1944*

The  Ministry  of  Health  arrangements  for  evacuating  expectant 
mothers  to  Maternity  Homes  in  safer  areas  was  continued  until  16th 
August,  1944*  Previous  to  this  date  92  mothers  were  sent  away  during 
the  last  month  of  their  pregnancy. 

During  the  year  400  ante-natal  visits  were  paid  to  the  Clinic.

Many  of  these 

cases  were  of  a severe  type,  5 deaths  resulted  in  cases  not  protected,  b* 
immunis  at  ion. 


WHOOPING-  COUGH  ~ 25  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  This  is 

a 'decrease  on”  last  year.  This  figure  represents  only  a proportion  of 
the  actual  cases,  as  quite  a number  of  parents  do  not  call  in  a- Doctor. 

No  death  was  recorded. 

IplASLES  - 17  cases  were  notified,  most  of  these  occurred  during  the 

early  part  of  the  year.  As  in  the  case  of  whooping  cough  a doctor 
is  only  called  in  a few  of  the  cases. 

TUBERCULOSIS  - 32  Pulmonary  and  6 Non-Pulmonary  cases  were  notified. 

Accommodation  for  male  cases  at  Helling  Sanatorium  was  adequate,  but 
difficulty  in  finding  beds  for  female  patients  was  experienced  at  times. 

10  Pulmonary  and.  2 Non-Pulmonary  cases  died  during  the  year. 

CERSBRO “-SPINAL  PETER  - There  were  A cases  notified  during  the  year, 

amongst  both  Service  and  Civilian  patients.  No,  death  occurred. 

CANCER  There  were  49  death*  during  the  year  - a slight  decrease  over 
the  previous  year, 

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES  <•  11  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified.  In  spite 

of  this  figure,  15  deaths  wore  returned  as  a result  of  pneumonia  - in 
addition  14  deaths  were  returned  as  attributable  to  bronchitis  and  4 
to  other  Respiratory  Diseases. 

DIARRHQEAL  DISEASES  - 1 death  -was  recorded  among  children  under  2 

years  during  the  year. 

MATERNITY  MORTALITY  - 1 case  was  recorded  as  having  died  from  maternal 

causes  other  than  puerperal  or  post  abortive  sepsis.  2 cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  were  notified. 

MALNIURITION  AND  UNBvIRLOYMEH1  - Unemployment  has  become  almost  negligiLl 
The  diet  of  young  children  has  been  augmented  by  the  Government  allowance 
of  the  following,  specially  rich  in  vitamins:  - 

Cod  Liver  Oil  from  birth  to  5 years. 

Orange  Juice  from  birth  to  5 years. 

In  addition,  all  school  children  can  obtain  milk  during  school 
attendance,  at  a reduced  cost,  or  free. 

The  scheme  for  providing  school  m-eals  was  put  into  operation  on 
9th  September,  1942.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  with  both 
children  and  parents.  During  1944,  218493  school  dinners  were  provided. 


TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC . 


The  Clinics  at  Yarmouth  and  Cories  ton  continued  to  function 
as  usual  during  the  year.  There  were  5’09  attendances  in  all, 
including  56  New  Cases.  In  addition,  196  contacts  were  examined. 

In  Yarmouth  two  clinics  were  held  each  week  on  Monday  and 
Friday  mornings  respectively.  For  the  benefit  of  those  at  work  an 
additional  evening  Clinic  was  held  from  6-3  p.m.  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  each  month.  Owing  to  blackout  conditions  this  particular  service  was 
suspended  during  the  winter  months.  The  Corleston  Clinic  was  held  each 
week  on  Thursday  morning. 

The  usual  practise  of  sending  patients  to  Dr.  Chalmers  of  Harwich 
for  1-Hay  examinations  has  been  continued.  Those  patients  undergoing 
artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  have  received  their  treatment  at 
Norwich  by  Dr.  Towns  ley. 


'Then  the  medical  staff  is  increased,  I hope  it  will  be  possible 
for  X-Ray  Examinations  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Dispensary  by  the  Tuberculosi 
Officer.  Also  the  necessary  Refills  given  for  those  undergoing  artificial 
pneumothorax  treatment  given.  More  frequent  visits  to  the  Sanatoria  will 
enable  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  to  get  in  closer  touch  with  the  patients 
undergoing  treatment  there. 


Extra  milk  has  been  supplied  free  of  charge  by  the  Tuberculosis 
After-Care  Committee  to  those  in  need  of  extra  nourishment,  who  are 
unable  for  financial  reasons  to  afford  it.  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt 
has  also  been  supplied. 

Clothing  was  provided  in  special  cases  from  a fund  administered 
by  the  Town  Clerk  and  from  tho  resources  of  the  Yemen’s  Voluntary  Services. 
Dental  help  was  also  given  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  made  1219  domiciliary  visits  during  the  year 
and  I Ambulance  journeys  conveying  patients  to  Sanatoria. 

On  9th  May  1943>  the  provisions  under  Memo  2632  ’./ere  put  into 
force  under  which  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  granted 
maintenance  allowances  for  t hem-cel ves  for  themselves  a.na  their  dependants. 
These  grants  being  roin-L  axe  able  by  tl-o  Ministry  of  Health.  Mis.-:  Shi  yorbott 
the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  continues  fco  act  as  Assessment  Officer. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC. 


Clinics  have  been  held  by  Mr. McKee  acting  for  Mr.Brittain  when 
required.  Operation  work  has  been  carried  out  at  the  General  Hospital 
or  Jenny  Lind  Hospital,  Norwich.  The  Convalescent  Hospital  is  still 
at  Cawston  Manor , Aylsliam.  Some  delay  has  been  experienced  in 
obtaining  vacancies  for  Yarmouth  patients.  The  work- o f the  Clinic  has 
been  impaired  by  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  delivery  of  surgical  appliances 
ordered  by  the  Surgeon. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES  CLINIC 


The  new  Special  Glinic  was  opened  on  August  12th,  1944,  under  Jjy  .ie«ji 
Wright  in  premises  attached  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Esteourt  Road, 

Staff  is  provided  from  the  Isolation  Hospital-  The  attendances  have  been 
satisfactory  and  it  is  evident  that  this  additional  Health  Service  is 
appreciated  by  those  in  need  of  treatment* 

HEALTH  VISITORS . 

There  are  two  vacancies,  but  owing  to  war  time  difficulties  it  has 
not  been  found  possible  to  fill  them. 

MIDWI7ES. 


The  Municipal  Midwifery  Service  has  worked  satisfactorily*  The 
Ministry  of  Health  Hostel  has  not  been  available  since  August  16th,  191-4, 
but  all  needs  have  been  met.  The  following  figures  indicate  the  work 
done.

SCABIES. 

The  provision  of  hot  baths  at  St. George's  and  Stradbroke  First 
Aid  Post  was  continued.  The  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year 
has  been  1040.  Assistance  to  the  Health  Department  in  supervising 
the  work  has  been  given  by  the  Civil  Defence  Personnel.  In  addition 
30  intractable  ca.ses  have  been  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

AIR-RAID  SHELTERS- 


The  number  using  Air*  Raid  Shelters  has  tended  to  decrease.  This 
is  all  to  the  good. 


While  it  must  be  admitted  that  many  lives  have  been  saved  by  their 
use,  it  is  also  true  from  a hygienic  point  of  view  that  they  are  unhealthy, 
as  permanent  bed-rooms.  Adequate  ventilation  with  a free  circulation  of 
fresh  air  in  any  form  of  shelter,  including  those  of  the  indoor  type,  is 
impos  sible. 

PEDICULOSIS. 


In  addition  to  routine  cleanliness  surveys  of  school  children  by 
the  School  Nurses,  both  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  are  using  every 
effort  by  advice  and  help,  to  assist  cases  met  with  in  their  work. 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a resume  of  the  work  of  • iv  Department  during 
the  year  1 944-  I must  again  remark  the  very  'diort  staff  of  Inspectors,  whilst 
war  conditions  have  caused  extra  work,  and  have  in  consequence  ■‘tirther  civrbai'leo 
much  of  the  ordinary  routine  work  of  the  Departments 

Investigation  of  Complaints. 

The  investigation  of  complaints.  Inspection  and  testing  of  drains  and 
consequent  execution  of  necessar3r  works  and  repairs  of  cours  received  full 
attention. 

Offensive  Trades. 


Offensive  Trades  received  regular  attention  - in  one  instance  a notice  vas 
served  under  Sec.  107  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  to  discontinue  carrying, 
on  an  Offensive  Trade  (Fat  extractors  and  Melters,  and  Eone  Boilers),  the 
notice  expiring  on  December  31st  1944*

One  sample  was  examined  and  found  to  be  genuine.  Much  work  was  done  in 
the  examination  of  salvaged  food  stuffs  for  animal  feedirg. 

Sampling. 

Food  and  prugs  Acts. 

107  samples  were  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  10  of  which  were 
Milk  adulterated  with  added  water  or  by  the  abstraction  of  Fat.  In  6 instances 
letters  of  caution  were  sent  and  in  the  remaining  4,  summonses  were  issued, 
but  the  cases  were  dismissed  by  the  Magistrates. 

40  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  4 samples  of  T.T*  milk  we re  also  taken, 
these  were  found  mostly  satisfactory. 

48  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

1 sample  of  Raw  milk  was  also  taken  for  its  Bacterial  Count.

Water  Supply.  . 

The  town*s  Water  Supply  was  frequently  sampled  and  submitted  for  analysis 
with  satisfactory  results. 

Si  aug  ht  e r hou  s e s . 

Of  the  1 5 in  the  Borough,  2 only  are  new  used  under  the  Government  Slaughter 
ing  Scheme  (one  having  been  destroyed  by  Enemy  Action)  but  in  spice  of  this 
fact  a great  deal  more  slaughtering  is  being  done  than  in  pre-war  years,  as  we 
are  still  killing  in  the  Borough  for  a great  part  of  Norfolk.  Without  extra 
assistance,  indeed  with  very  short  staff,  I am  again  able  to  report  having 
maintained  IOG^j  inspection  and  that  relations  with  the  Government  Slaughter- 
house Staffs  still  remain  most  amicable. 

Markets. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  at  the  bi-weekly  markets,  food  shops, 
stores,  and  canteens. 

Housing. 

94  houses  were  condemned  under  Sec.  11  of  the  Housing  Act  as  an 
emergency  measure,  but  otherwise  these  very  necessary  activities  bad  regret- 
fully to  be  curtailed  owing  to  the  war.

HOME  TEACHER'S  REPORT. 


For  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944. 

Miss  Howe  subrats  her  Second  Annual  Report  in  connection  with  the 
work  under  the  above  ^cts. 

The  adndnistration  in  connection  with  the  Blind  Persons  Acts  has 
met  with  many  difficulties,  and  the  work  has  had  to  be  divided  into 
two  sections,  i.e.  at  the  Evacuation  Centre,  Burnham  Hall  and  amongst 
the  Blind  Persons  in  the  Borough.

Three  persons  are  employed  at  the  Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind. 

One  is  employed  at  the  Royal  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Bradford*  Also 
one  copyist  is  attached  to  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind. 

Application  was  made  for  the  State  Pension  on  behalf  of  4 persons 
and  during  the  year  15  applications  were  considered  for  domiciliary  assistanc 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  113  recipients  of  the  Domiciliary 
Assistance  Grant. 

During  the  year  594  visits  were  paid  to  blind  persons  ard  regular 
lessons  given  to  a blind  man  learning  Braille. 

Rambles  for  the  more  active  were  organised  during  the  summer  months 
to  Burgh  Castle,  Caistcr,  Belton  and  11  blind  persons  with  sighted  guides 
paid  a visit  to  the  Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  arrangements  were  .iia.de  for  tho 
fortnightly  Social  Meetings  to  rc~commence.  These  meetings  hav  been 
‘well  attended,  the  average  attendance  beirg,  Yarmouth  50,  Gorleston  25. 

These  numbers  will  increase  when  the  evacuated  blind  return  to  the  Borough. 


The  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  Trustees  of  both  the 
Park  Baptist  Chapel,  Great  Yarmouth,  and  the  Wesleyan.  Chape?... 

Gorleston,  for  the  use  of  their  Schoolrooms  for  meetings  of  the  Blind. 

In  April  a more  comprehensive  scheme  was  adopted  for  the  provisions 
of  financial  assistance  to  unemployable  and  other  necessitous  blind 
persons  and  their  dependents,  ordinarily  resident  in  Great  Yarmouth.  ns 
a result  of  this  the  majority  of  blind  persons  in  receipt  of  domiciliary 
assistance  benefited. 

A id  el  allowance  of  2/6&.  weekly  was  made  to  all  Blind  Persons 
in  receipt  of  domiciliary  assistance,  for  18  -weeks  during  the  winter 
months. 

A Christmas  gift  of  7/bd«  was  distriebuted  to  all  registered  blind 
persons  ordi narily  resident  in  the  Borough. 

The  amount  collected  at  the  Annual  Flag  Day  was  £19%  2d.

Hospital,  Stanmore. 

1 Boy  is  placed,  out  under  Guardianship  and  the  report  received 
from  the  Central  Association  of  Mental  Welfare  state  that  he  is  well 
looked  after  and  quite  happy. 

2 Cases  have  died  in  Little  Plumstead  during  the  year. 

..gain  owing  to  war  conditions  no  active  work  can  be  reported 
in  connection  with  the  Occupation  Centre,  but  arrangements  are  already 
in  hand  for  re-opening  same  on  cessation  of  hostilities. 

Regular  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Supervision  Officer  , to  all 
homes  of  cases  resident  in  the  Borough  - a total  of  217  visits  having 
been  paid  during  the  year. 


The  Ascertainment  of  New  Cases  and  the  following  up  of  consequent 
particulars  concerning  thorn  have  been  dealt  with. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Supervision  Officer  have 
visited  a number  of  school  conducting  Mental  Tests  on  pupils  considered 
requiring  same.  As  a result  3 children  were  recommended  for  attendance 
at  the  Occupation  Centre  and  1 to  a Residential  Special  School. 

Miss  Readhead  also  gave  “help  in  the  general  duties  of  the  Health 
Department. 
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
